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A  New  Look 


Renovations  to  Smith  Hall  began  in  June  1999  and  were  completed  in  January.  Improvements  to  the 
building  include  a  new  facade  and  roof.  The  theater  in  Smith  Hall  also  had  renovations. 

Claudia  Crosby  made  a  donation  of  $1  million  to  be  used  to  renovate  the  theater,  now  named  in  her 
honor.  Claudia  Crosby  Theater  seats  928  and  has  enhanced  access  and  seating  for  handicapped  visitors.  New 
carpet  and  decorative  walls  were  also  a  part  of  the  renovations.  State-of-the-art  sound,  lighting  and  stage- 
rigging  systems  were  also  added.

Sixty  hard  fought  minutes  later,  fourth- 
ranked  TSU  escaped  with  a  27-20  win  over  rival  Alabama 
State.  "We  knew  it  would  be  a  tough  game,"  said  Head 
Coach  Larry  Blakeney.  "This  is  a  tough  game  year  in.  year 
out,  and  we  knew  it  would  take  60  minutes  to  win  it." 
The  now  third-ranked  Troy  State  football  team  stormed  back 
after  a  slow  start  to  claim  a  41-24  win  over  17th  -ranked 
South  Florida  at  Richard  M.  Scrushy  Field.  TSU  won  in 
large  part  due  to  the  play  of  sophomore  linebacker  Jimmy 
McClain.  The  next  week  TSU  again  won  despite  starting 
slowly  cruising  to  the  48-31  win  over  Middle  Tennessee.  The 
Trojans  spoiled  the  Blue  Raiders  homecoming  with  a  couple 
of  outstanding  performances.  Senior  linebacker  Anthony 
Rabb  set  a  school  record  for  tackles  with  23.  He  got  help  from 
senior  DT  Al  Lucas  who  recorded  14  tackles  with  three  for  a 
loss  and  a  sack.  Sloppy  was  the  word  at  Richard  M.  Scrushy 
Field  next  week.  Playing  much  of  the  game  in  a  driving 
rainstorm,  the  Troy  State  football  team  made  its  own  luck  in 
securing  a  24-21  win  over  Northwestern  State.

Second-ranked  Troy  State 
entered  as  the  homecoming 
opponent  for  the  Bobcats 
of  Southwest  Texas.  The 
Trojans  used  timely  plays 

to  secure  the  24- 1 7  win.  The  win  placed  TSU  as  the  nations  top- 
ranked  team.  No.  1  Troy  State  got  serious  from  the  start  in  its 
41-16  Homecoming  win  over  Sam  Houston  State.  Junior 
fullback  Thad  Buttone  recorded  four  touchdowns,  three 
rushing  and  one  receiving.  He  became  the  12th  Trojan  all-time 
to  register  four  TDs  in  a  game.  Junior  free  safety  Chris  Archie 
tied  the  school  record  for  interceptions  in  a  game  with  three 
picks.  Top-  ranked  TSU  muscled  up  with  a  punishing  defense 
and  overcame  a  sloppy  field  and  rainy  night  to  post  a  20-0  win 
over  Southland  Football  League  foe  Nicholls  State  at  John  L. 
Guidry  Stadium.  Junior  punter  Matt  Allen  launched  an  81- 
yard  punt  in  the  third  quarter,  which  set  a  new  school  record. 
TSU  made  a  statement  the  next  week  with  a  27-7  win  over 
Stephen  F.  Austin,  which  entered  the  game  leading  the 
Trojans  by  a  half-game  in  the  SFL.  The  19th-ranked  Lumber- 
jacks managed  just  seven  first  downs  and  143  yards.  Perhaps 
even  more  impressive  was  Troy  State's  ability  to  maintain 
possession  of  the  ball,  allowing  Stephen  F.  Austin  just  37  total 
offensive  plays  and  14:27  possession  time.  The  45:33  Troy 
State  held  the  ball  set  another  school  record.

Six  turnovers  and  a  hard-playing 
group  of  McNeese  State 
Cowboys  doomed  the 
top-ranked  Trojans  to  a  24-7  loss 

at  Cowboy  Stadium.  It  was  the  first  regular  season  loss  since 
the  loss  to  McNeese  State  at  Scrushy  Field  last  season.  TSU 
lost  four  of  five  fumbles  on  the  day  and  threw  two 
interceptions  on  the  evening.  The  offense  managed  just  206 
yards,  while  the  defense  allowed  303.  Troy  State  quarterback 
Brock  Nutter  completed  11  of  19  passes  for  185  yards  and 
two  touchdowns  to  lead  the  Trojans  past  Jacksonville  State 
35-16  in  the  "Battle  For  The  01  'School  Bell"  at  Scrushy 
Field.  With  the  win  the  Trojans  earned  a  share  of  the  SFL  title 
and  the  league's  automatic  bid  to  the  playoffs.  The  win  also 
marked  the  fifth  consecutive  in  the  series  with  the  Gamecocks 
and  the  10th  win  in  the  post  13  meetings.  Troy  State 
quarterback  Brock  Nutter  completed  13-of-21  passes  for  189 
yards,  and  defensive  lineman  Al  Lucas  rushed  for  two  short- 
yardage  touchdowns,  to  propel  fifth-seeded  Troy  State  past 
James  Madison  27-7  in  a  Division  I-AA  playoff  game  at 
Scrushy  Field.  TSU  rushed  for  187  yards  and  threw  for  189. 
The  Troy  State  football  team  ran  out  of  magic  by  committing 
three  costly  turnovers  and  by  giving  up  a  pair  of  big-play 
touchdowns  in  their  quarterfinal  NCAA  I-AA  playoff  game 
with  Florida  A&M.  The  Trojans  could  never  recover  as  they 
fell  17-10  to  the  Rattlers  at  Scrushy  Field.  The  Rattlers  rolled 
up  430  yards  total  offense  against  Troy  State.  The  Trojans 
could  manage  only  190  total  yards.
